California Oil Production. 

Final statistics on the California 
Petroleum industry for the year 
1919, prepared and made public yes- 
terday by the Independent Oil Pro- 
ducers Agency, show stocks at the 
close of the year of 27,804,391 bar- 
rels, as against 29,145,368 barrels on 
the first of the year, indicating a 
shortage of 1,340,977 barrels, a daily 

average of 3674. This compares with 
the total decrease during the year 
1918 of 3,511,628 barrels, or a daily 
of 9621, as showing a total 


daily average of 6947 barrels. 

The same authority gives the total 
production of all the California oil 
produc districts during 1919 as 
101,907,729 barrels, a daily averege 
of 279,199; compared with a total 
yield in 1918 of 102)643,415 barrels, 
a daily average of 231,215, showing 
a falling off in production of 735,- 
686 barrels, a daily average of 2016, 
being seven-tenths per cent. This 
decrease was in spite of the large in- 
crease in the Whittier-Fullerton dis- 
trict which jumped from 68,115 bar- 
rels daily produced in 1918 to 78,512 
barrels daily for 1919, an increase of 
10,397 barrels daily.
